PACIFICA  REPORTS   by  Peter  Franck 

As  the  hydrogen  bubble  was  threatening  to  explode  at 
Three  Mile  Island,  the  Pacifies  National  Board  fearlessly 
started  its  spring  meeting,  less  than  one  hundred  miles 
downwind. 

Meeting  in  Washington  for  the  first  time  since  Pacifica's 
newest  station  WPFW  began  broadcasting  there,  the 
Board    had  a  number  of  issues  to  grapple  with.  Some 
of  them  included  the  role  of  the  stations'  local  boards, 
affirmative  action,  the  impact  of  the  "Public  Telecom- 
munications Financing  Act  of  1978"  and  the  current 
congressional  effort  to  entirely  rewrite  the  Communica- 
tions Act  of  1934. 

The  meeting  opened  with  a  lively  presentation  by  KPFA's 
Peabody  Award  winning  producer,  Adi  Gevins,  on  "Pro- 
gramming for  the  SO's!'  Intermixing  her  comments  with 
tape  from  KPFA's  air,  Adi  stressed  the  uniqueness  of  Pa- 
cifica  stations  from  a  program  producer's  point  of  view. 
She  discussed  the  absolute  need  for  political  and  artistic 
independence.  Adi  concluded  by  reminding  us  that  it 
helps  if  there  is  enough  money  to  buy  tape. 

The  most  heated  debate  of  the  meeting  took  place  dur- 
ing the  discussion  of  the  role  of  Pacifica's  five  local  advi- 
sory boards.  At  their  best,  these  boards  provide  a  vitai 
link  between  the  stations,  their  communities,  and  the 
national  Board.  At  their  worst,  they  consume  valuable 
staff  time,  represent  a  narrow  section  of  the  station's 
audience  and  don't  raise  any  money.  Frustration  and 
hope  about  the  role  of  the  boards  has  been  a  common 
theme  for  several  years. 

Last  November,  President  Carter  signed  legislation  pro- 
viding for  increased  levels  of  federal  monies  for  non- 
commercial broadcasting.  Included  in  that  Act  were  re- 
forms long  urged  by  those  seeking  broader  access  and 
accountability  from  Public  Broadcasting.  These  reforms 
also  apply  to  listener-sponsored  stations  accepting  Feder- 
al  funds. 

The  1978  Act  requires  that  boards  hold  open  meetings, 
that  they  publish  notices  of  these  meetings,  that  stations 
adopt  certain  accounting  procedures,  and  that  they  must 
have  Community  Advisory  Boards  that  "reasonably  re- 
flect the  diverse  needs  and  interests  of  the  communities 
served  "  by  the  station.  The  boards  are  to  review  the  sta- 
tions' programming  and  to  advise  the  governing  board 
(in  our  case  the  Pacifica  National  Board)  as  to  how  well 
the  programming  serves  the  community  and  meets  the 
station's  goals. 


The  community  advisory  board  provisions  of  the  1978 
law  were  to  a  great  extent  modeled  on  Pacifica's  local 
advisory  board  structure.  Nonetheless,  the  passage  of 
the  Act  forced  Pacifica  to  examine  how  well  the  present 
structure  works  in  practice. 

Some  members  of  the  board  felt  that  the  present  Boards' 
function  of  fiscal  and  management  review  should  be  de- 
legated to  a  small  committee,  and  that  a  much  larger 
group  should  be  called  together  from  the  community 
at  large  and  meet  several  times  a  year  to  give  input  on 
programming  questions.  . . 

After  a  great  deal  of  discussion,  the  Board  unanimously 
adopted  a  resolution  which  instructs  the  present  Boards 
to  broaden  their  composition  and  thus  ensure  that  they 
represent  the  "ethnic  and  socioeconomic  diversity  of 
their  communities." 

The  boards  were  also  mandated  to  review  their  station's 
programming  goals,  their  significant  policy  decisions,  and 
to  evaluate  the  service  provided  to  the  community.  The 
local  boards  will  continue  to  have  the  responsibility  to 
review  their  station's  annual  budgets  before  presentation 
to  the  National  Board,  to  review  management  perform- 
ance, and  to  nominate  members  to  the  National  Board. 

The  Foundation  Board's  Affirmative  Action  Committee 
was  asked  to  work  with  the  local  boards  in  broadening 
their  base,  and  to  report  back  to  the  next  National  Board 
meeting  on  the  implementation  of  this  process. 


In  other  actions,  the  Pacifica  Board  accepted  the  WPFW 
Board's  nomination  of  Gabriel  Edgcomb  to  a  3  year  term 
on  the  Board,  instructed  the  Affirmative  Action  Commit- 
tee to  prepare  a  comprehensive  Affirmative  Action  plan 
for  ail  of  Pacifica,  heard  a  summary  of  the  Carnegie  Com- 
mission's recommendations  (presented  by  a  member  of 
the  Carnegie  staff),  clarified  Pacifica's  fiscal  procedures, 
mandated  a  re-structuring  of  KPFT  (Houston),  and  in- 
structed the  Communications  Policy  Committee  to  pre- 
pare testimony  for  the  upcoming  Congressional  hearings 
on  the  revision  of  the  Communications  Act  of  1934. 

Next  month's  column  will  discuss  the  proposed  Com- 
munications Act  of  1979  and  the  Carnegie  Commission 
report.

In  fact  the  direction  of  the  station  would 
put  us  on  a  firmer  foundation,  thriving  on  the  growth  of  human  awareness,  social,solidarity  and  collective  re- 
sponsibility for  people's  institutions.  But  all  of  us  have  a  much  sharper  awareness  of  those  needs  when  the  pain 
of  our  current  existence  becomes  palpable. 

After  Harrisburg,  after  gasoline,  KPFK  steps  in  with  Energy  Watch.  As  much  information,  opinion,  investigation, 
insight  as  we  can  lay  our  hands  on  comes  to  you  every  day.  We  can  do  this  with  complete  dedication  to  the  ma- 
terial because  of  your  support.  And  today,  take  the  time  to  do  your  part  by  redeeming  the  pledge  you  may  have 
made  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  May. 

20th  BIRTHDAY 

We  have  big  plans  for  celebrating  KPFK's  20th  Anniversary.  Set  aside  July  26  to  August  4  for  a  wonderful 
adventure  into  the  history  of  KPFK  topped  off  with  a  gigantic  party.  This  adventure  will  kick  off  KPFK's 
21st  year  and  a  campaign  to  increase  our  subscriber  base  from  its  current  10,500  to  21,000  by  our  21st  Birthday. 
It  will  also  mark  the  beginning  of  the  20/21  Club.  In  honor  of  our  20th  year,  some  of  our  subscribers  have 
initiated  a  group  of  more  affluent  folk  who  can  afford  to  pledge  $250  each  year  for  the  basic  support  of  KPFK's 
operations.  The  group   will  be  meeting  during  the  coming  months  to  plan  activities  to  enlarge  its  ranks.  100 
members  would  boost  our  local  support  by  7%.  500  members  by  25%,  and  so  on.  If  you  are  interested  in  the 
20/21  Club,  please  drop  me  a  line.  Founding  membership  would  entitle  you  to  attend  a  founders  dinner  on  the 
eve  of  our  20th  Birthday. 

MONEY 

While  we  have  suffered  in  the  early  months  of  this  year  from  problems  with  our  renewal  system  and  direct  mall, 
we  seem  to  have  begun  the  recovery.  April  income  was  a  healthy  $37,000.  But  the  accumulated  debts  are  large 
(about  $68,000)  and  it  will  take  us  a  series  of  good  months,  including  some  rather  special  summer  income,  to 
turn  it  around.  To  get  us  through  these  times  we  are  working  with  a  leaner  staff  and  planning  a  whole  series  of 
fundraising  activities  for  the  coming  times. 

PEOPLE 

We  continue  to  welcome  new  people  and  say  goodbye  to  some  old  friends.  KPFK's  News  Director,  Richard  Mahler, 
was  permanently  appointed  in  mid-May.  Richard  has  participated  in  the  beginnings  of  two  important  community 
radio  stations.  KBBF,  bi-lingual  broadcasting  in  Santa  Rosa,  California,  and  WORT,  back-porch  radio  in  Madison, 
Wisconsin.  Richard  has  experience  putting  together  volunteer  news  and  public  affairs  operations  and  has  produced 
a  number  of  fine  documentaries.  We  will  be  adding  to  the  news  staff  as  money  permits.  We  will  also  be  looking  for 
a  replacement  for  Susan  Anderson.  Susan  left  KPFK  in  May  to  take  a  job  at  KNX  radio.  After  almost  four  years  of 
programming  at  KPFK  Susan  will  be  missed.  Her  fine  documentaries  provided  important  insights  into  the  lives  of 
cultural  figures,  women's  lives  and  political  and  educational  concerns.  We  wish  Susan  very  well  in  her  new  job. 

KPFK  is  also  pleased  to  welcome  Linda  Mack  to  our  staff.  Linda,  who  comes  to  us  with  significant  production 
and  programming  experience  at  KCSN  (public  radio  at  Cal  State  Northridge),  will  be  an  important  addition  to  our 
overtaxed  production  department  and  a  valuable  co-producer  of  our  new  afternoon  stream  program. 

As  we  approach  press  time  I  am  on  the  verge  of  announcing  the  hire  of  a  development  director.  KPFK  has  suffered 
for  many  years  without  the  services  of  regular  coordination  and  supervision  of  our  varied  fundraising  efforts.  The 
addition  of  a  development  director  will  mean  that  the  renewal  letters  get  out  on  time,  that  our  connection  between 
fundraising  and  programming  will  be  maintained,  that  we  will  keep  better  track  of  all  of  you  who  have  given  money, 
volunteered  time  and  provided  other  resources.  It  will  allow  us  to  plan  ahead,  often  recognized  as  the  difference 
between  success  and  failure  in  fundraising  .  It  has  long  been  a  weak  point  in  our  functioning. 

PROGRAMMING 

With  the  support  of  the  American  Federation  of  Musicians  Trust  Fund  (Local  47),  KPFK  will  be  presenting  three 
series  of  live  music  concerts  free  to  the  public.  Details  will  be  forthcoming  as  the  summer  progresses.  We  are  most 
grateful  to  Max  Herman  and  the  Musicians  Union  for  their  continued  support. 

And  speaking  of  continued  support,  when  you're  looking  for  gas,  just  remember  that  your  local  Pacifica  station 
needs  power  too.  Check  your  renewal  date  on  your  Folio,  we  know  that  the  computer  is  not  sending  all  of  you 
renewal  notices  when  it  should.  You  will  find  your  subscription  expiration  date  just  to  the  right  of  the  long  number 
on  the  top  of  your  Folio  label.  If  you  are  within  one  or  two  months  of  that  date,  please  send  us  a  renewal.  If  you 
have  not  received  a  notice,  mail  your  check  with  a  copy  of  your  label  or  the  original  to:  KPFK,  Box  54213,  Terminal 
Annex,  Los  Angeles  CA  90054,  and  indicate  that  it  is  for  your  renewal.

WE  ALL  LIVE  IN  PENNSYLVANIA.  .  . 

Fourteen  years  ago,  Albert  Einstein  and  Bertrand 
Russell  wrote  and  signed  a  manifesto,  along  with 
other  eminent  contemporaries,  to  call  attention  to 
what  they  considered  the  foremost  problem  of  their 
time  —  the  possibility  of  nuclear  war. 

In  April  of  this  year,  the  disaster  occurred  at  Three 
Mile  Island  in  Pennsylvania.  It's  been  called  every- 
thing from  an  accident  or  malfunction  to  a  threat 
and  potential  holocaust.  Whatever  the  description, 
the  world  community  convulsed  in  reaction  to  Har- 
risburg.  In  West  Germany,  thousands  publicly  ex- 
pressed their  fear  and  outrage  at  the  dangers  represent- 
ed in  this  incident.  Out  of  those  demonstrations  came 
the  slogan,  "We  all  live  in  Pennsylvania." 

Out  of  a  deep  concern  for  the  flesh  and  blood  issues 
which  have  emerged  in  the  current  discussions  and 
debates  on  nuclear  power,  KPFK  will  be  devoting  this 
month  to  the  exploration    of  this  major  question. 

We  will  offer  a  series  of  Pacifica  documentaries  on 
such  topics  as  strategies  for  activists,  weaponry  and 
war,  and  we  will  examine  the  claims  that  nuclear  ener- 
gy is  cheap,  clean  and  superior  to  the  other  forms  of 
energy.  We  will  hear  from  scientists  as  well  as  activists, 
industry  spokespcxDple  and  workers.  Please  join  us  in 
these  compelling  exchanges. 

The  series  will  air  on  Thursday  evenings  at  8:00,  and 
will  be  rebroadcast  Tuesday  afternoons  at  2; 00.  Also, 
our  regular  "Reeltime,"  the  program  for  Pacifica  Ar- 
chive documentaries,  Fridays  at  2  p.m.,  will  be  offer- 
ing additional  nuclear-oriented  features.

Report  From 

Harrisburg

I  did  not  plan  to  be  one  mile  away  from  this  country's 
largest  nuclear  disaster  when  it  happened.  Divine  interven- 
tion by  the  Great  Karmic  Fart  led  me  to  accept  an  old 
friend's  invitation  to  visit  with  her  in  small  town  Pennsyl- 
vania. Wlien  Jeanne  picked  me  up  at  the  airport,  she  ex- 
plained, "Middletown  is  really  middle  town.  If  Boston 
goes  65  mph  and  New  York  is  90,  this  part  of  Pennsylva- 
nia is  30.  Nothing  ever  happens  here." 

Five  nights  later,  Wednesday,  March  28, 1  dashed  bare- 
foot into  a  neighborhood  store  for  raisins.  A  well-dressed 
young  man  nervously  paid  for  his  newspaper  and  talked 
with  the  attractive  cashier. 

"Well,  my  husband  works  there,"  she  said,  "and  he 
said  they  told  him  it  was  about  the  same  amount  of  radi- 
ation as  you  would  get  with  an  X-ray.  Just  a  few  milli- 
somethings." 

"Milhrems,"  the  man  offered. 

I  butted  in.  "Radiation?  Did  something  happen?" 

Tlie  man  gestured,  jerky.  "Accident  over  at  the  N- 
plant  this  morning.  Radiation  leak."

2nd  ANNUAL  "GAY  DAY  ON  KPFK":  June  27 

On  June  27,  1969,  police  began  one  of  their  usual  raids  at  the  Stonewall  Inn,  a  gay  bar  on  Christopher  Street 

in  New  York  City.  For  the  first  time  in  recent  history,  however,  police  got  more  than  they  bargained  for:  hundreds 

of  lesbians  and  gay  men  fought  back,  rioting  in  the  streets  against  what  had  once  been  "routine"  police  harassment. 

The  Christopher  Street  /  Stonewall  Rebellion  is  commemorated  each  year,  remembered  as  the  beginning  of  the 
modern-day  gay  liberation  movement  in  this  country,  with  parades,  street  faires,  political  rallies,  and  other  demon- 
strations of  Gay  Pride,  in  cities  across  the  United  States  and  around  the  world. 

. . .  And  Exactly  Ten  Years  Later. . . 

On  June  27,  1979,  KPFK  will  observe  the  tenth  anniversary  of  "Stonewall"  with  an  entire  day  of  programming, 
prepared  by  and  about  lesbians  and  gay  men  by  the  producers  of  Lesbian  Sisters  and  IMRUf  Gay  Radio  Collective, 
two  regularly  scheduled  programs.  This  year,  the  2nd  annual  "Gay  Day"  will  include  excerpts  from  lesbian/gay 
related  programming  from  as  far  back  as  1968  (before  the  new  wave  of  gay  activism),  culled  from  the  archives  of 
the  Pacifica  Program  Service.  The  tentative  program  listings  (as  of  Folio  deadline)  are  on  pages  28  &  29: 


THE  MORNING  READING:  Beethoven,  His  Spiritual  Development 

J.W.N.  Sullivan  (1886-1937)  was  not  a  musician,  but  a  mathematician,  phi- 
losopher of  science  and  science  reviewer  for  the  London  Times.  Other  publi- 
cations include  "Aspects  of  Science,"  'Three  Men  Discuss  Relativity,"  and 
(a  title  to  become  famous  only  last  year)  "We  Are  Not  Alone."  The  book  is 
more  about  the  evolution  of  human  consciousness  than  either  Beethoven  or 
his  music;  but  Sullivan  used  the  subject  matter  as  examples  of  human  psycho- 
logical and  spiritual  growth.  Clifton  Fadiman  said  "It  deals  not  only  with  mu- 
sic, on  which  I  do  not  speak  with  authority,  but  with  human  life  in  general, 
about  which  you  and  I  speak  with  authority  every  day  of  our  lives." 

Radio  is  the  perfect  medium  by  which  to  present  Sullivan's  ideas  about  Bee- 
thoven and  his  music  along  with  the  music— avoiding  the  obvious  pitfall  of 
sounding  like  a  lecture  in  musicology. 

The  reader  is  Dudley  Khight,  heard  frequently  on  KPFK  in  morning  readings, 
with  the  L.A.  Theater  of  the  Ear  and  the  "Something's  Happening  Players," 
and  on  his  bi-weekly  "Graveyard  Shift.'!  The  series  (weekday  mornings  at  1 1 ) 
was  produced  by  Roy  E.  Tuckman— happy  to  share  one  of  the  great  books  in 
his  life  with  KPFK  listener-sponsors.  The  book  is  available  in  paperback  from 
Vintage  (V-100),  and  in  hardback  from  Alfred  A.  Knopf  (Boizoi  book).

They  reassured 
the  callers,  based  on  What  they'd  heard,  then  left  for 
work.  1  walked  to  town  and  went  to  the  diner  for  cof- 
fee. As  I  .slid  onto  a  stool  at  the  coimter,  1  suddenly  real- 
ized that  by  looking  over  the  right  shoulder  of  tlie  man 
next  to  me,  I  was  siaring  into  a  TV  jiewi;  mini-cam.

An  adolescent  girl  piped  up,  "Yoti'd  think  they'd 
have  fabric  or  something  to  protect  people.  I  mean,  if 
yiiu  could  see  the  rays  coming  at  you,  like  black  stuff, 
maybe  you  could  protect  youiself.  But  how  can  you 
protect  yoiir.solf  againv!  something  you  can't  even  see?" 

They  went  on  like  that,  treating  the  disn.stot  as  some 
kind  ofexcus.e  for  a  social  bee.  a  .shared  topic  of  conver- 
salioii  between  stranger.-,  who  otherwise  would  not  speak. 
They  didn't  seem  lo  iiiKterKland  that  anything  was  in- 
volved  other  than  a  little  problem  down  at  the  electric 
plant. 

Mfcting  Jeanne  for  a  glass  of  wine  after  work,  we  di.s- 
ciissed  the  people's  ea-ty  ac(|uicscence.  "L.arctta,  they  !>;- 


Iieve  that  nothing  is  wrong,  that  it  will  all  go  away. 
They're  saying,  'Everything  must  be  all  fight,  because 
if  it  wasn't  someone  would  tell  us  about  it.'  "  We  po- 
lished off  a  carafe  while  contemplating  that  fact.  On  the 
bus,  going  hack  to  Middletown,  I  tried  not  to  think  of 
the  fad  that  we  were  going  closer,  closer  to  Three  Mile 
Island.  After  pU,  tfie  worst  was  over.  At  least,  that's 
what  they  were  telling  me.

1  slammed  the  dpor,  ran  upstairs,  shut  the  window, 
almost  afraid  to  touch  it.  The  phone  rang.  It  was  Jim. 

"We're  getting  out." 

Real  Danger 

More  radioactivity  had  leaked.  The  airport  was  closed 
Evacuation  was  suggested  within  a  one-mile  radius.  That 
meant  ns.  It  took  me  a  dozen  tries  to  get  a  line  through 
to  Jeanne  in  Harrisburg  to  coordinate  plans. 

I  immeiliately  tried  to  call  long  distance.  Someone, 
anyone,  1  just  had  to  hear  a  voice  from  my  life  that  was 
safe. 

1  never  knew  that  telephones  made  noises  like  that. 

Suddenly  alone  in  the  house  with  dead  phones,  a  mal- 
functiiniing  reactor,  who  knows  how  much  radiation  and 
the  possibility  of  instant  death,  civilization's  fall  crystal- 
ized  with  the  single  thought,  "This  house  has  no  base- 
ment." 

1  passed  my  toothbrush  five  time  before  1  remember- 
ed how  to  pack  it. 

Jim  came  home.  We  both  tried  to  keep  busy,  never 
looking  at  each  other  directly,  not  talking  about  more 
than  the  most  mundane  aspects  of  evacuation.  There 
was  a  smiigllke  haze  in  the  air,  thick  and  humid. 
Caused  by  the  radiation?  Carrying  fall-out?  How  many 
roentgeiLS  In  a  millircm?  A  bird  chirped  in  the  yard.  At 
least  il  wasn't  dead.  Yet. 

Jeanne  arrived,  we  threw  everything  in  the  car  and 
dnwe. 

We  ariived  unannounced  but  fully  expected  at  a 
friend's  farm  house.  No  one  spoke  of  where  we'd  come 
from.  Or  why. 

That  night,  i  set  up  an  area  for  writuig  and  was  about 
to  restart  my  project  when  Jeanne  stuck  her  head  into 
my  room.  "There's  about  to  be  a  news  special  in  a  few 
minutes. "  A  moth  to  the  media  flame,  1  needed  to  know 
what  they  were  saying. 

There  i.s  something  profoundly  reassuring  when  Wal- 
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ter  Cronkite  addresses  a  problem  from  your  immediate 
life  on  national  television.  It's  like  somebody  up  there 
sees  and  is  concerned,  and  our  Cosmic  TV  Father  will 
explain  our  fears  away. 

Memories.  .  .  . 

There  was  the  street  I'd  just  walked  down. . .  yester- 
day. An  ambulance  making  the  same  announcement  I'd 
heard. . .  this  morning?  There  were  the  facts  we'd  not 
yet  heard— xenon  gas;  bubble  in  the  reactor;  not  yet  un- 
der control.  There  were  all  the  little  officials,  contradict- 
ing each  other  and  telling  us  to  feel  secure  when  the  ter- 
ror in  their  eyes  showed  that  they  were  scared,  too.  A 
nuclear  consultant/apologist  named  Dr.  Lapp  assured 
us  that  this  was  not  a  disaster  or  a  catastrophe  because 
no  one  was  injured.  A  Dr.  Pollard  from  the  Union  of 
Concerned  Scientists  rebutted  him,  quoting  a  member 
of  the  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission  as  once  having 
said:  "If  it  involves  me,  it's  a  catastrophe;  if  it's  anyone 
else,  we'll  discuss  it."  President  Carter  had  been  briefed, 
but  was  off  on  a  political  trip  to  Milwaukee.  Two  doc- 
tors discussed  the  effects  of  excess  radiation  on  human 
tissue.  Then  Cronkite  wrapped  it  up,  looking  angrier  than 
I'd  seen  him  since  the  '68  Democratic  National  Conven- 
tion. 

We  sat  around  the  TV,  very  quiet.  Jeanne  and  Jim 
held  onto  each  other  lightly,  but  with  meaning.  The 
others  were  respectful  and  appropriately  distant.  I  sat 
alone,  a  stranger  in  this  land,  accidentally  in  the  middle 
of  an  accident. 


I  felt  betrayed.  Watching  those  bureaucrats  assuring 
us  that  everything  was  all  right  was  a  three-ring  circus 
of  incompetence.  "Our  tax  dollars  at  work"  bought  us 
the  certainty  that  those  governmental  fools  knew  less 
than  we  did— and  cared  only  for  their  images  and  jobs. 

1  felt  outrage  at  the  semantic  manipulation  of  the 
facts.  Yes,  we  were  exposed  to  radiation  that  was  "Less 
than  that  of  an  X-ray"-but  an  X-ray  lasts  a  fraction  of 
a  second  and  is  a  voluntary  act.  We  were  exposed,  against 
our  will  and  consent,  to  long-term,  steady  radiation  that 
at  times  was  as  hard  as  an  X-ray.  Or  possibly  worse;  they 
could  easily  have  been  lying. 

Fear  at  our  easy  acquiescence  to  the  reassurances  of 
the  state— and  at  my  own  willingness  to  hear  only  what 
I  wanted  to  and  accept  the  false  security  as  offered. 

And  now  they  are  telling  us  that  nuclear  energy  is 
really  very  safe  and  we  need  the  energy  and  problems 
like  this  will  be  taken  care  of  in  future  designs  and  there 
is  really  nothing  to  worry  about.  But  part  of  me  has 
glimpsed  that  little  man  behind  the  curtain.  And  now 
they  can  tell  me  what  they  want  about  nuclear  energy, 
forever,  until  the  end-but  damn  it,  tell  me  somebody, 
anybody,  what  do  I  tell  my  chromosomes?

Not  only  has  the  mail  shown  a  vast  majoritY  of  Folio  users  to  be  against  the  "new" 
(defunct)  weekly  format— but  also  we  have  found  it  less  workable  for  in-station 
work  (such  as  planning  pre-emptions,  preparing  the  cassette  Folio,  checking  up  on 
traffic  logs  for  absent  programs,  etc.).  My  main  pre-occupation  was  that  the  damn 
thing  be  USED!  and  It  wasn't  being.  So,  back  to  the  tried  and  true  daily  listings.  You 
will  note  that  with  the  exception  of  specific  program  information,  I  have  expunged 
a  certain  amount  of  repetitive  "general  description"  copy,  to  recoup  the  lost  space. 
If  you  see  a  title  that  interests  you  and  wonder  about  its  usual  make-up,  check  for 
information  the  first  place  it  is  listed.  I.E.,  Folk  Scene:  look  up  the  First  Sunday  to 
see  if  more  information  is  printed  there. 

FOLIO  ADVERTISING:  MUCH  WORK  TO  BE  DONE! 

Advertising  in  the  Folio  (the  only  place  we  are  allowed  —  or  care—  to  have  advertising), 
is  a  potential  extra  source  of  revenue  for  the  station.  We  have  never  had  a  place  in  the 
budget  for  an  advertising  manager,  and  thus  we  have  drifted  along  taking  in  what  has 
managed  to  find  its  way  in  the  door,  and  have  never  really  been  able  to  meet  our  own 
production  expenses.  If  a  person  EXPERIENCED  in  all  phases  of  print  advertising  is 
reading  this,  here's  an  idea  for  you:  a  few  months  of  volunteer  work  could  result  in  a 
real  paying  gig:  if  you  really  take  on  the  task  of  organizing  an  ad  department,  and  then 
take  on  the  task  of  soliciting  ads  part  time  each  month,  and  if  you  are  responsible  and 
follow-through-ish,  the  commission  on  ad  sales  could  pay  you  the  equivalent  of  a  half- 
time  salary,  and  the  rest  of  the  income  could  easily  cover  the  costs  of  printing  and  mail- 
ing the  Folio  AND  eventually  upgrading  the  quality  of  the  entire  magazine.  Interested? 
Contact  Jane  Gordon  at  the  station  (213/877-2711)  between  10  and  3  weekdays.  I 
have  no  interest  in  picking  up  a  few  extra  ads  and  the  resultant  extra  work  for  me:  As 
a  half-time  employee,  I  just  don't  have  the  time!  But  if  you  really  have  experience  in 
handling  an  ad  department,  and  if  you  have  a  feeling  for  what  sort  of  advertising  would 
make  sense  for  the  KPFK  Folio,  and  if  you  know  a  bit  about  conducting  demographic 
research,  and  if  you  have  some  layout  &  paste-up  abilities,  and  if  you've  got  the  time, 
I've  definitely  got  the  inclination!  Only  those  with  a  serious  commitment  to  KPFK 
should  consider  calling  about  this,  because  I  don't  have  time  to  train  someone  who's 
gonna  flake  out.  ...  \  ■ 

DID  YOU  READ  THE  ARTICLE? 

For  the  first  time  in  this  Folio  Editor's  memory,  we  have  printed  an  article  unrelated  to 
station  events,  programs,  or  business,  just  because  we  had  the  space  and  it  merited  being 
read.  I  would  like  feedback  on  this  practice.   It  is  one  of  the  things  I  envision  doing 
more  of  if  and  when  we  begin  picking  up  enough  revenue  from  advertising  (see  above)  to 
expand  the  number  of  pages  and/or  beef  up  the  Folio  department  to  enable  someone 
to  be- free  to  either  write  or  generate  more  articles  that  would  be  of  interest  to  our  readers. 
Many  have  suggested  that  they  would  like  to  know  more  about  our  staffers  and  our 
regular  program  volunteers.  Often  a  monthly  theme  would  be  appropriate  as  the  topic 
of  an  original  article.   I  am  specifically  interested  in  hearing  about  your  priorities:  Do 
you  want  more  elaborate  listings  (given  the  present  level  of  programming  information 
submitted  by  each  deadline),  more  graphics,  more  white  space,  more  letters,  or  more 
unrelated  articles  and  features?  Do  you  actually  read  the  Folio  cover  to  cover?  Do  you 
only  consult  the  listings?

By  the  time  you  receive  your  June  Folio,  all  the  fundraising  for  May  will  be  behind  us.  Many  of  you  may  be  newly-enlisted 
listener-sponsors,  and  this  your  first  Folio.  Many  may  have  offered  gift  subscriptions  during  the  May  drive,  or  may  have 
decided  to  "convert"  your  subscription  to  the  Film  Club  level.  We  the  sUff,  volunteers  and  management  of  KPFK  are  most 
grateful  for  all  of  the  support  you  send  our  way  during  Pledge  times,  but  do  have  to  take  our  courage  in  our  hands  and 
remind  you  that  now  is  the  time  to  fulfill  the  promise  you  made  when  you  pledged,  if  you  haven't  already  done  so!  The 
pledges  are  fantastic,  and  we  need  them  to  be  redeemed  to  be  able  to  pay  the  bill  with  them. . .  so  thanks  again  for  doing  it. 
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THE  COMPUTER 

Our  computer  is  located  in  Berkeley,  which  saves  us  a 
lot  of  money  but  which  is  inconvenient.    We  send  subscrip- 
tions information  to  the  computer  twice  a  month.    Around 
the  middle  of  the  month  we  do  the  regular  Folio  label  run 
which  returns  the  Fulio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.    The  following 
week  we  do  a  "catch  up"  Folio  label  run  for  payments 
received  late  or  for  corrections  processed  after  the  regular 
run. 

Your  payment  may  not  go  into  the  computer  as 
quickly  as  you  might  think  because:  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  at  the  Terminal  Annex  Post  Office  in  Los  Angeles, 
then  they  go  to  the  bank  and  the  bank  processes  the  pay- 
ments and  sends  them  to  us— through  the  mail.    This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week  from  the  time  you 
send  your  payment.    So,  if  you  send  your  check  around 
the  8th  of  the  month,  there's  a  good  chance  you  should 
receive  the  Folio  for  the  following  month  and  you'll  also 
avoid  duplicate  billing,  which  has  been  the  scourge  of  our 
subscriptions  system. 

BILL  PAYMENT 

Always  send  a  bill  with  your  check!    A  Si  5  payment 
received  without  a  bill  or  renewal  notice  might  be  credited 
as  a  Film  Club  payment,  a  straight  donation  to  the  station 
or  the  Expansion  Fund.    If  you  send  a  check  in  for  a 
pledge  payment  without  a  bill,  you  might  be  credited  for 
a  new  subscription  and  still  be  billed  for  your  original 
pledge.    Likewise,  if  you  send  a  payment  for  a  subscription 
renewal  on  a  company  check  without  a  renewal  notice, 
you're  likely  to  receive  a  new  subscription  at  your  com- 
pany address  and  still  receive  a  renewal  notice  for  your 
original  subscription.    So  always  be  sure  to  refer  to  your 
account  by  the  name  on  the  account  and  the  address  at 
which  you  receive  your  Folio. 

FIRST  CLASS  FOLIO  MAILING 

The  Folio  goes  out  by  2nd  Class  mail,  and  should 
take  2-5  days  to  get  most  places.  Theoretically,  2nd  Class 
gets  better  handling  than  our  old  non-profit  permit,  but 
our  experience  with  the  Post  Office  defies  theory.  First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  $8  extra  per  year  (pro-rated 
at  75  cents  per  month  for  current  subxriptions).  This  is 
often  the  answer  for  slow  mailing  areas  like  Goleta,  Santa 
Barbara,  Leucadia,  Simi  Valley  or  Pearblossom— to  name  just 
a  few.  If  you  live  in  an  area  that  gets  relatively  prompt 
service  but  want  the  Folio  well  before  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  then  you  might  want  your  Folio  by  1st  Class. 

I  DIDN'T  GET  MY  FOLIO 

The  Folio  is  mailed  around  the  20th  of  the  month.    If 
you  have  not  received  your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the  month: 
(1)  check  your  subscription  expiration  date  on  the  previous 
Folio  label  (upper  right  hand  corner  of  label).    (2)  Make 
sure  you  haven't  moved  without  notifying  us.    (3)  If  you 
haven't  moved  and  are  currently  enrolled  as  a  subscriber, 
contact  your  local  postmaster  about  delivery.    (4)  send  us 
a  previous  Folio  label  with  an  explanatory  note  or  call  for 
a  new  Folio  to  be  sent  to  you. 


MOVING-ADDRESS  CHANGES 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be  forwarded  unless 
you  request  2nd  class  forwarding  from  the  Post  Office.    The 
best  way  to  expedite  an  address  change  and  assure  continued 
receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  call  the  station  and  ask  for  subscrip- 
tions or  leave  your  name,  old  zipcode,  and  new  address  with 
the  switchboard.    There  is  an  address  change  form  on  the 
back  page  of  the  Folio  that  can  be  used  also.    Whenever  you 
do  an  address  change  with  us,  always  include  your  account 
number  at  the  top  of  your  Folio  label-that  will  insure 
instant  handling.    Address  changes  returned  to  us  by  the 
Post  Office  cost  us  25  cents  apiece  and  frequently  take  a 
month  to  be  returned  to  us. 

PRISONER  SUBSCRIPTIONS 

KPFK  seends  free  to  any  prisoner,  upon  request,  the 
Folio. 

CASSETTE  FOLIOS  FOR  THE  PRINT  HANDICAPPED 

The  Folio  is  available  on  cassette  (returnable)  to  all 
print  handicapped  subscribers.    If  you  would  like  to 
receive  the  Folio  in  this  form,  please  tear  off  the  address 
label  on  the  back  of  the  Folio  and  send  it  along  with 
a  note  (or  you  may  call).    Within  two  months,  you  will 
be  receiving  your  complete  program  guide  on  cassette.    The 
cassettes  are  returned  to  us  at  the  end  of  feach  month. 

EXCHANGE  MAILING  LISTS 

KPFK  exchanges  and  rents  its  subscriber  lists  to 
other  organizations  of  common  interest  (Channel  28, 
Ralph  Nader,  ACLU,  etc.).  If  you  don't  want  to  be 
on  exchange  mailing  lists,  send  your  Folio  label  to  the 
Subscriptions  Department  and  ask  for  an  "NJ"  Code.
